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CALL to ORDER

Gary Herbert called the meeting to order and welcomed everyone to the tenth anniversary meeting of the Insurance Mutual.

INTRODUCTION of TRUSTEES and STAFF

Gary Herbert recognized the current Board of Trustees beginning with himself as an At-Large Representative and President of the Mutual,
Dan McConkie representing the First-Second-Third Class counties and Vice President, Ken Bischoff representing the First-Second-Third
Class counties and Secretary-Treasurer, Kay Blackwell, representing the Fourth-Fifth-Sixth Class counties, LaVar Cox a Representative of
the Fourth-Fifth-Sixth Class counties, Lynn Lemon representing the First-Second-Third Class counties, Ty Lewis a representative of the
Fourth-Fifth-Sixth Class counties, Royal Norman is an At-Large Representative, Tex Olsen is an At-Large Representative, Ed Phillips
Chair of the Law Enforcement Committee and Kent Sundberg Chair of the Litigation Management Committee. The Mutual staff was
introduced: Shawn Guzman, Director, Mark Brady, Loss Control Manager and Sonya White, Administration.

MEMBER ROLL CALL

Gary Herbert explained that pursuant to the UACIM Bylaws Article 4.2(c) A majority of the members shall constitute a quorum to do
business and Article 4.5(b) Members shall have the obligation to designate...a representative...for the members’ meetings. Therefore, roll
call was taken and the following members designated as representatives: Roger Handy, Box Elder County; Lynn Lemon, Cache County;
Robert Pero, Carbon County; RaNae Wilde, Daggett County; Steve Baker, Davis County; Judy Mutton, Duchesne County; Drew Sitterud,
Emery County; Camille Moore, Garfield County; Kimberly Schappert, Grand County; Gene Roundy, Iron County; Mike Seely, Juab County;
LaVar Cox, Millard County, Kay Blackwell, Piute County; Bryce Nielson, Rich County; Ty Lewis, San Juan County; llene Roth, Sanpete
County; Steven Wall, Sevier County; Mike Wilkins, Uintah County; Kent Sundberg, Utah County; Derek Pullan, Wasatch County; Kaye
Findlay, Washington County; Scott Durfey, Wayne County; and Dave Wilson, Weber County. Beaver and Kane Counties were not
represented at this meeting.

APPROVAL of NOVEMBER 2000 MINUTES

The minutes from the November 15, 2000, membership meeting were previously sent to the members for review. Steve Wall made a
motion to approve the minutes as written. Kimberly Schappert seconded the motion, which passed unanimously.

2002 BOARD of TRUSTEES NOMINATIONS and ELECTIONS

An official nomination request was previously emailed to each member county official to make nominations to the 2001 Board of Trustees.
Nominees from the First-Second-Third Class counties are Kenneth Bischoff, Dan McConkie, llene Roth, Gene Roundy and Mike Wilkins.
Nominees from the Fourth-Fifth-Sixth Class counties are Joette Langianese, Ty Lewis and Steve Wall. Nominee At-Large is Tex Olsen.
The designated representatives from the First-Second-Third Class counties were given a ballot to vote for two representatives from those
class counties and one representative At-Large. The designated representatives from the Fourth-Fifty-Sixth Class counties were given a
ballot to vote for one representative from those class counties and one representative At-Large. Gary Herbert opened nominations from
the floor but there were none. Designated representatives were asked to cast their votes. Pat Fizer gathered and tallied the ballots.

APPROVAL of the 2002 BUDGET

Ken Bischoff reported that in preparation of the Insurance Mutual’s budget for 2002, the Board experienced challenges due to the effects of
the hardening of the national insurance market sustained by losses to reinsurance markets. These losses caused premiums for
reinsurance to increase beyond levels that have not been seen in the last ten years. Although exposures and losses have increased, the
Board chose to fund the attachment point at an 89% confidence level in an effort to hold down member premium increases. Ken
presented the approved General Budget to the members (see attachment #1). Revenues include premiums written $3,576,825 and
investment income $300,000 for a total revenue of $3,876,825. Losses and Loss Expenses include losses (attachment point) $1,850,000,
claims management expenses $232,960 and reinsurance $1,064,659 for a total of $3,147,619. Administration Expenses include broker
fees $80,000, administration fee $494,804, professional fees $30,255 and other expenses $31,300 for a total of $636,359. The total
losses and expenses have been budgeted at $3,783,978 leaving a net income of $92,847. The Board has budgeted conservatively so the
net income may be higher than what has been estimated. A motion was made to approve the 2002 Budget as presented. The motion was
seconded and passed unanimously. Several members requested an itemized detail of the administration fee paid to the Association of
Counties. Gary Herbert directed staff to include a copy of the itemized detail with these minutes to all member counties. An itemized detail
was requested of the claims management fee paid to McLarens Toplis. Shawn Guzman explained that the fee paid to McLarens is based
on a contract with a third-party to provide an in-house service instead of an arms-length transaction, as is the administration fee.
Therefore, it would be at the discretion of McLarens whether they are willing to provide a breakdown of their expenses and profit. The
Mutual periodically goes out to bid for third-party services.
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CLAIMS ADMINISTRATION REPORT

Kevin Lindell, National Casualty Leader McLarens Toplis Corporate in Chicago, explained that McLarens dedicated unit in Utah is staffed
by resident adjustors, Korby Siggard and Charmaine Green. McLarens Toplis has not been a well-known name in claims adjusting until
the tragedies of September 11. McLarens has 60% of the claims market place associated with the disaster and are the premier adjustors
of all property losses and some casualty losses associated with the tragedy. McLarens is proud of the people representing the company
here in Utah.

Charmaine Green reported on the number of claims experience of the members per year from 1992-2001 (see attachment #2). The claims
department is processing an average of 33 claims per month (350 claims have been submitted this year) and closing an average of 30
claims per month. Historically, August is the busiest month for claims, processing 52 last August. Charmaine explained that between
Korby and she there is 15 years of claims adjusting experience. They work hard, are dedicated and try to provide the service expected.

Korby Siggard reported that since the Mutual was formed in 1992, almost half of the loss experience is in the area of auto liability (see
attachment #3) and the Mutual can learn from the past. The loss and expense payments trend in the last year (see attachment #4) has
been steadily increasing. When charting the frequency of claims (see attachment #5) auto liability for 2001 is at 69% instead of an
average of 53%. The severity of auto liability claims (see attachment #6) has gone up to 66%. Not only are members having more claims
the costs of those claims are increasing. What can the counties, the Mutual and McLarens do as a team to trend these losses back down?
Severity of claims is the responsibility of the Mutual's Loss Control Department with the training they provide. Frequency of claims can be
reduced by the way claims are investigated and handled within the McLarens office and by eliminating fraud. If the county is not negligent
in a slip and fall claim then medical bills are not paid, if a windshield is broken by a rock coming from the road the county is not responsible
for damage, if a pot hole on a county road has not been reported to the county then they are not liable for any damage sustained from a
pot hole. These are just some examples of reducing claim frequency.

LOSS CONTROL MANAGER'S REPORT

Mark Brady reported that he would begin visiting each county in the next couple of weeks to conduct their risk management review.
Additional auto safety criteria were included in the 2001 program as an incentive to reduce auto losses. Mark explained that he attended
training at CTSI (Colorado’s version of the Insurance Mutual), he received his defensive driver instructor certification from the Utah Safety
Council, attended Salt Lake County's Supervisors Training and Legal Update Training. Mark provides advise to the member counties on
liability and legal issues, provides training, sponsors programs, conducts mid-year reviews with each member county and inspects county
facilities. Programs sponsored this year was the Insurance Coordinators Training, Road School, Personnel Workshop, Sheriffs
Association Annual Conference, Statewide Association of Public Attorneys and Emergency Vehicle Operation Training. Mark conducted
training in the areas of drug and alcohol, safety instruction, Title VIl harassment and defensive driving courses in 13 counties for over
1,700 employees.

Mark charted loss statistics for the members (see attachment #7) and explained that when Shawn Guzman was hired as the Loss Control
Manager, auto losses decreased every year. When Mark assumed the Loss Control Manager position auto claims increased significantly
but most of the loss was reported prior to any training he conducted this year. The majority of the auto losses are from the law
enforcement and public works departments because these departments are usually the largest in the county and they spend their time on
the road, which is a greater exposure. Mark researched the cause of these losses and found that backing, striking deer, failure to yield,
following too closely, improper lookout, sleep, speeding and rock chip claims are the cause of these auto losses. By far, substantial losses
have occurred because of speed too fast for existing conditions. $351,000 total incurred loss from county drivers going too fast for
conditions. $290,000 of that was from two accidents this year. In an effort to address these issues, Mark has policies and procedures
relative to auto claims, provides training, recommends training, accident review boards have been instituted and are encouraged to meet
after each accident. Mark prepared a survey for the members to provide him with ideas, suggestions and feedback relating to drivers
investing in good driving techniques (see attachment #8). Mark's goal is to provide the members with the best information and service to
control loss.

BROKER'S REPORT

Jim Gault, Executive Vice President of Arthur J. Gallagher & Company reported on the state of the insurance market post the terrorist
attacks in September and how this will affect the UAC Insurance Mutual. It is important that the members understand the insurance
business because the Mutual is the member's company and insurance is its business. Jim prepared a presentation for the members
showing how the insurance business operates through a unique cycle (see attachment #9). Historically the insurance market goes up and
down. When the market is up it's considered a hard market, prices are going up, loss of capacity and loss of carriers willing to write
insurance at a reasonable price. Usually those spikes go up for a year or 18 months, stabilize and then start going back down except for
the last 15 years when the market last turned in 1986. The insurance industry accelerated because the insurance markets started to
change their focus. They decided that they could make some cash flow and started to pay more attention to their investment game, got
out of underwriting for profit and got into making money on investments. They reduced some of their expenses through technology,
medical costs, lack of catastrophes and started to cheat on their reserves to make their results look better.






This resulted in profits and increase in surplus but their discipline really waned from historical levels causing, in 1999, the tum in the
market. The reinsurance market as a whole was basically selling a product at a $1.00 when it was costing them $1.20 so they went back
to underwriting for profit. No more cash flow underwriting and reserve cheating but the problem was bad timing. The stock market started
to go down, their loss costs were increasing and the economy slowed all together. Before the catastrophe of September 11, the first six
months of 2001 compared to last years combined ratio was deteriorating and the less surplus you have the less premium you can write.
To increase their surplus they needed to write more premiums but they can't, it's a catch 22. The markets went backwards by $28 billion
the first half of the year. So before September 11, recover for the industry was incredibly slow. September 11 was the largest catastrophe
in history especially for the insurance industry—workers compensation, time element, life insurance, third-party liability, aviation, and
property loss—largest loss at one time. When the first estimates came out for this loss, five days afterwards, the industry estimated $13
billion but carriers were only reporting their share not the reinsurance markets. Three weeks later it was estimated at $30 billion and today
itis estimated as high as $90 billion. October analysis of the market is that property premiums are up 100%, liability up 50% and workers
comp up 50% plus coverages are going to be reduced, modified and in some cases eliminated, extensive program underwriting with no
blanket limits. More cancellation notices will be sent because the notice of cancellation gives the carriers free reign to renew the account
in the month it will bare and the biggest problem will be insurance for terrorism. The industry is supporting a Senate approach to help the
industry by reinsuring above a $10 billion self insurance retention.

With the state of the market today, the Mutual is very well positioned. This hard market will affect the Mutual but it will be a minimal affect.
The Mutual has 72% control of its operation and retained loss and has transferred high-level excess losses to a reinsurance carrier. A
50% increase in the market on 28% is a lot less than a 50% increase on 100%. This is why any county that is not in a risk sharing group
like the Mutual is experiencing real problems in procuring insurance at a reasonable cost. Advise to the Insurance Mutual during these
times is to gather renewal information early so that Gallagher can go to market sooner, information should be as detailed as possible, staff
meet with underwriters, take more risk where prudent, manage marketing and pay attention to the financial strength of your reinsurance
carriers. Jim concluded by stating the Gallagher will help the Mutual through these hard times and appreciates the Mutual’s business.

COMMITTEE REPORTS

AUDIT. Committee members are Tex Olsen (Chair), Lynn Lemon and Kent Sundberg. Tex Olsen reported that following the completion of
the audit report by Larson and Company, the Committee met with the Mutual's auditors and actuary to test the $3,800,000 loss reserves
for unpaid losses and loss adjustment expenses to determine if the expenses were realistic and that the past history of claim settlements
were accurate—the Committee found that the reserves were accurate. The Mutual's 2000 statement shows income for the year at
$993,000 and increase in surplus of approximately $400,000. Total surplus is $4,442,000. The subordinated debentures were retired and
the difference went into reserves. As an Audit Committee, they found that the Mutual is financially strong and improved in the year 2000.

LAW ENFORCEMENT. Kirk Smith, Washington County Sheriff, representing the Utah Sheriff's Association reported that the Mutual's Law
Enforcement Committee functions through the Utah Sheriffs Association. The Mutual's Board of Trustees receive advice and
recommendations regarding Law Enforcement matters through Ed Phillips, Millard County Sheriff and Chair of the Law Enforcement
Committee. Sheriff Phillips is a Trustee on the Insurance Mutual Board and has extensive knowledge of its operation. Sheriff Phillips was
out of state and unable to report to the members today. The Utah Sheriff's Association works closely with the staff of the Insurance Mutual
to provide training for law enforcement personnel. The training includes emergency vehicle operation in conjunction with Utah Peace
Officers Standards and Training (POST). The Insurance Mutual also contributes as a sponsor of Utah Sheriff's Association's annual fall
conference. This conference provides timely training to both line officers and administrative personnel regarding control of correction
issues. In addition, the Utah Sheriffs Association has invited staff from the Insurance Mutual to participate in its yearly jail inspection
program. The Director of the Insurance Mutual works closely with Sheriff's from member counties and the Executive Director of the
Sheriff's Association to develop litigation tactics. This coordinated effort sends a clear signal to potential plaintiffs that the Mutual wil
defend actions of law enforcement personnel when the officers have acted in a lawful manner. The Insurance Mutual staff continues to
work closely with the Sheriff's Association to develop policies and procedures to limit liability while allowing law enforcement personnel the
freedom and ability to perform their duties.

LITIGATION MANAGEMENT. Committee members are Kent Sundberg (Chair), Dave Blackwell, LeeRay Jackson, Wally Lee, Gary
McKean, Derek Pullan, Dave Wilson, Shawn Guzman, Mark Brady and Korby Siggard. Kent reported that the Litigation Management
Committee meets monthly prior to the Board of Trustees meetings. Litigation matters are taken to the Board, recommendations are made
on matters that need to be settled or need strategy. The Committee works with defense attorneys, approved by the Board of Trustees.
The Committee is finding current trends in the areas of auto liability cases (very large in cost) and planning and zoning cases (one case
this year has exhausted the Mutual’s self insured retention on defense). Kent stressed the importance of the Committee and its continual
efforts to assist the Board of Trustees.

PERSONNEL. Committee members are Steve Baker (Chair), Paul Barton, Brad Dee, Peggy Madsen, Susan Miller, Sandra Rees, Jim
Smith, Steve Wall and David Yardley. Steve reported that the 2002 Personnel Workshop is scheduled for May 9-10 in St. George at the
Dixie Convention Center. Tentative topics at the Workshop are personal liability, sexual harassment, disciplinary investigations and how to
conduct them, why people believe and act the way they do and a ‘gung ho' presentation by a returning presenter, Sterling Petersen.






THE MUTUAL THEN and NOW

Scott Hirschi, former Washington County Commissioner who was heavily involved in the startup of the Mutual in 1992 and member of the
Board, expressed the flood of memories that came back to him when Sonya White called to invite him to share some remarks with the
members. Tom Hatch was also invited to speak but unable to attend but Scott told of the great memories he had of working with Tom,
Brent Gardner, Sonya, Gary Herbert and Ty Lewis. He explained that Washington County got involved in the idea of the Mutual when both
he and Gayle Aldred were in office. The County had a particularly unpleasant claim against them on the heels of a Utah Supreme Court
ruling that blew through governmental immunity and at that time the County was having difficulty finding insurance and at a decent rate.
Very limited coverage with no guarantee for future coverage was being offered. It was not a good time to be a county commissioner if you
were seeking insurance. Brent and others proposed to the County that we research the possibility of forming our own insurance mutual.
Initially Scott didn't like the idea feeling that there were plenty of services already in place but eventually became a real believer of the
mutual and what he has heard and seen at this meeting of the members convinces him that it was the right decision. There was a lot of
hard work, difficult meetings with the state insurance commissioner and fellow elected officials fighting and lobbying against this proposal.
But the timing was right, as everyone has seen from the presentations today. The Mutual came into the market just at the right time and
members have been able to enjoy fixed rates and great coverage over the last 10 years and are in a good position to weather this hard
market as Mr. Gault explained. Scott stated that he is very pleased and proud to have been involved in an effort that brings counties
together. There is great strength in counties uniting together to focus on issues that affect all counties—the Mutual has had that effect.
Today, more than ever, trust is important to all counties. As elected officials you inherited problems when you came into office and you'll
leave problems when you leave office but Scott said that the Mutual is one of the success stories and he is pleased to say that he was
associated with the startup of the Mutual. He thanked the members and the Board who continues to make the Mutual a success.

PRESENTATION of MEMBER AWARDS

Gary Herbert explained that each year the Board of Trustees recognizes member counties who have made extraordinary efforts in loss
control prevention. All member efforts are appreciated and the counties honored today had the best results for the past year. In
recognition of the Lowest Loss Ratio, an award was presented to Garfield County. In recognition of the Most Improved Loss Ratio, an
award was presented to Kane County. In recognition of the Most Compliant, an award was presented to Utah County.

ELECTION RESULTS

Gary Herbert announced the election results for the 2002 Board of Trustees. Tex Olsen elected as the at-large representative on the
Board; Steve Wall will represent the fourth-fifth-sixth class counties; Dan McConkie will represent one available first-second-third class
counties position and the second available position to represent first-second-third class counties was a tied vote between Ken Bischoff and
Gene Roundy. In the event of a tie, a coin toss was performed and Gene Roundy prevailed.

ELECTION RESULTS

Gary Herbert invited the members in attendance to dinner and thanked Arthur J. Gallagher and Company as sponsor. McLarens Toplis
was also thanked for the member session break prior to the membership meeting. The meeting was adjourned.

appears to be unfolding with the recent
promotion of Jim Gault to Executive Vice
President. Jim's previous role was Regional
Manager of the Chicago Division. Jim has
flourished for 29 years at Gallagher—
he spent two years in the Summer Intern
Program and joined Gallagher full-time in
1974. He refers to himself as an “old-timer,”
but his free-flowing, genuine enthusiasm for
Gallagher exceeds the energy level of that
Jabel. “More has gone on in the past two
years than in all my past years of experience
put together . . . it makes the future look
very exciting!” Jim's zestful outlook is
contagious.

It was Gallagher's Surnmer Intern Program that
lured Jim to a brokering career. “The program
was much less formal when | participated,” Jim
recalls. “It was a process like osmosis—you
were part of it and perhaps you liked what you
saw. | saw the sales side and | liked the com-
petitive nature of the business. And the entre-
preneurial opportunity was there—very fluid,
fun and exciting—-you can go chase any busi-
ness you want and be good at it.”

Jirn joined Gallagher in 1974 and embarked
on his first production experiences with Bill
Jensen and a team of about a half-dozen
other young producers. “We called Bill “The
Coach’; he was a great menter to his rookie
team," says Jim. Two years later the branch
reorganized and Jim began reporting to Gary
Van der Voort, who was able to give him
sorne valuable one-on-cne attention. "Gary
was Gary—a tough person to work for,” Jim

recalls, “bur | needed it, | enjoyed it. 1 owe
him a great deal.”

In the late '70s Jjm gravitated towards the pub-
lic entity business. He recalls that, at that time,
Gallagher was developing some products that
were to become a mainstay for many years.
“We pulled ahebd of the crowd—it was like
nobody could touch usl" He started working
with a couple of big public entity accounts and
experienced some success. “Once | got on the
risk management side of the fence, | really
never looked bagk."

The manageménl chapter of Jim's career
opened in 1981 when he became unit manager
in Chicago. He fooks back on this as one of his
favorite times. '“It was great working with a
teamn and focusing on more than just my own
book. It was like having triple the account
activity and level of exciternent.” In 1986, Jim
moved ta White @Plains to serve as branch man-
ager. The change was a very appealing situa-
tion for him as iit meant dealing with different
market issues aTd working with new people.

Returning to the; Chicago region in 1990, Jim
says that a combination of competition and
infighting occasionally began to stall productiv-
ity amang its five branches. In 1998, Jim,
along with Craig Van der Voort, Bill Bohstedt,
Steve Ring and. Dan Menzer rose to the chal-
lenge of craﬁing a vision for this waning region.
The result was AJGRMS—a niche-focused
operation that i3 a microcosm of BSD.

Jim defines AJGRMS as an operation of
highly-concent:rated expertise. "We have so
much strength here, so many specialists and
good resources—it all makes for a great
place to be a producer.” And Jim believes
that AJGRMS has size as an advantage. “ltis
easier for us to hire teams to make things
happen. We thave more than 250 people
here producing and supporting business. We
want to get !the best people writing an
account, which rneans there is going te be a
split—and it's working."”
Jim's newest role at Gallagher is another sit-
uation with many dimensions. For starters,
he'll focus on the day-to-day operational

issues under the tutelage of BSD
President Jim Braniff. "Jim Braniff's job
is a huge job and I'm essentially here to
learn about it and help hirn in any way
that | can.” Participating in regional
meetings, listening to what the issues are
in the branches and providing help where
he can is also on Jim's agenda.
Simultaneously he'll champion the long-
range BSD plan to nurture niche growth,
professionalism and productivity through
the use of better technology.

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Participating Member Counties formed the Utah Association of Counties Insurance
Mutual and commenced its operation as a public agency insurance mutual in January of
1992. One major reason for that action was the inability of counties to obtain
insurance through existing markets that would cover the existing exposures and
provide setvices necessary to properly manage risks at a cost that would be level over
time. Due to the cyclical nature of the insurance industry, insurance costs to many
counties rose dramatically during the late 1980’s, and in some instances coverages
became unavailable. Counties, together with UACIM staff and insurance consultants,
invested considerable time and money to create an entity that would accomplish the

following goals:

Provide insurance coverage for appropriate exposures of members.

Stabilize premiums.
Maximize the input and control of county officials.
Develop and provide high quality services, designed for counties.

Increase equity for the members.

In so doing, Utah counties followed the example of many other public entity
associations that have formed similar entities to provide a long-term answer to
insurance and risk management problems. In fact, UACIM has been very successful in
meeting member’s expectations regarding stability, service and costs.

Since 1992 the Mutual has consistently responded to the needs of members and
provided many setvices and advantages unavailable elsewhere. Because only Utah
counties are members of the Mutual, the setvices of the Mutual specifically focus on
the needs of counties. The Mutual has achieved the original goals of the members and
has made significant progress toward meeting new goals and expectations. Some of
those areas of progress are:

Increased coverages and limits.

Stability and predictability in premiums.
County officials set policies.
Tailored loss control and claims administration.

Member equity and surplus.

Premiums for 1992 were based on members 1991 premiums paid to prior carriers. Premiums for 1993 and
1994 were based only on loss history. Beginning 1995 the premium formula included member exposures.
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Loss Control is the means by which we attempt to keep claims-related costs down. All
Loss Control begins with understanding the exposures and the risks associated with
certain behaviors. Understanding loss and claim history is essential in assessing risk.
At the Utah Association of Counties Insurance Mutual, losses and claims are divided
into three general areas. Automobile related Loss, General Liability, and Property.
Auto liability tends to contain the highest frequency of claims—usually exceeding the
number of the other two kinds of claims combined. While the number of claims is
substantially less for General Liability, the potential for monetary loss is great.
Historically (with some notable exceptions) the largest annual loss has been in the area
of general liability.

Controlling loss involves a number of strategies that come into play both before and
after an incident occurs. Pre-Incident strategies include: establishing effective Policies
and Procedures, engaging in appropriate Training, Safety Inspections, establishing
Incentive Programs, and encouraging the use of proper Safety Equipment.

Once an incident occurs, another set of strategies comes into play. These include:
quick and accurate reporting and documentation, effective incident analysis, litigation
management, and remedial education and training.

At the Mutual, we provide assistance in developing reasonable policies and procedures
in areas of high exposure such as personnel, drug testing, and law enforcement. Also
important are the walk-through safety inspections at County facilities. We have
provided, and continue to provide courses in Defensive Driving, Title VII Harassment,
Drug and Alcohol Testing, post accident procedures, and Supervisor Training upon
request of our member Counties.

In addition to the classes, this year the Mutual provided the usual training for Insurance
Coordinators, the Annual Personnel Workshop, and training for the Annual San Juan
County Road Department Workshop. The Mutual cosponsored training for public
works personnel at the annual Road School, training for sheriff's deputies with the
Utah Sheriff's Association, and training with the Statewide Association of Public
Attorneys. We also coordinated and sponsored Emergency Vehicle Operation training.

In spite of these efforts, incidents occur and claims are made. After incidents occut,
claims are analyzed and managed by the experenced people from McLarens Toplis.
The Litigation Management Committee oversees litigation strategy.

For many years the Mutual has been encouraging County participation in the Risk
Management Program. This program provides financial incentives in the form of
premium credit to those Counties that implement programs and policies that the
Mutual believes significantly contribute to the reduction of claims and exposures. The
next page gives a break down of the counties that have participated in the Risk
Management Program and what financial benefit they have received.

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When Utah counties decided to form the Mutual, one significant obstacle was meeting
the statutory requirements for surplus. To qualify for a Certificate of Authority, funds
were required to provide guarantees. Although some surplus funds would be provided
by initial contributions, and the Insurance Department was willing to work with the
Mutual for a few years, additional seed money was needed.

Five counties agreed to provide that money in exchange for debentures. Those five
counties were: Davis, Emery, Gatfield, San Juan and Washington. Their individual
contributions wete as follows:

Davis $75,000
Emery $260,000
Garfield $160,000
San Juan $50,000
Washington $75,000

Each of the debentures stated that the principal and interest would “...not be a legal
liability of the Mutual until repayment of interest or principal has prior written approval
of the [Insurance Commissioner]...and only at such time or times as...its surplus as
calculated on  the Annual Statement, would exceed $2,700,000, after payment
thereon.”

The 1998 Annual Statement showed that the Mutual’s surplus exceeded the $2,700.000
requirement. The Board of Trustees submitted a formal request that the Insurance
Commissioner authorize repayment of the debentures and interest. Authotization was
granted on April 2, 1999 to begin the repayment process.

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Sutplus grew slowly during the initial four years of operation. With organizational
changes that occurred in 1995, and a change in insurance brokers in 1997, growth in
the surplus began to increase. Even with the addition of Carbon, Weber, and Daggett
Counties, surplus has continued to grow. Surplus as of September, 2001, stands at
$4,641,859. This chart demonstrates the dramatic growth of surplus in recent years.

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REASONS WHY

COUNTIES SHOULD PURCHASE INSURANCE

FROM UACIM






CONTROL Through the UAC Insurance Mutual, counties have both management control and policy setting
authority over all aspects of their insurance program. The Board of Directors, consisting of county officials
and employees, determine what coverages are offered, annual premiums, administration of the program, the
selection of the insurance broker who obtains reinsurance, etc. Once the permanent surplus requirements
are reached, the Board of Directors will also determine the distribution of all surpluses and equity to county
members.

EXCLUSIVE COUNTY PARTICIPATION The only way a county can lower the cost of its insurance program
is to identify its exposure and determine the extent of risk. The county must then decide if it will maintain the
risk, transfer the risk or eliminate the risk. The exposure which counties must identify and evaluate is very
different from the exposures that cities, special service districts, school districts or the state must identify. Cities
do not operate jails, therefore, they have no interest in better training of jail personnel. School districts do not
build and maintain roads, therefore, they have no interest in developing better safety procedures to use in the
operation of snow plowing equipment. Counties do no operate or maintain water and sewer systems. Only
counties provide a search and rescue function, alcohol drug abuse programs, landfills, etc. Many other
examples of functions that are exclusive to counties and their inherent risk of operation could be listed. Since
the potential risks which counties face are so different and unique to county government, it only makes sense
that counties tailor risk management services, loss prevention activities and liability coverages to fit those
unique risks. Mixing cities, special districts, schools, the state or even other private businesses, dilutes the
effectiveness of the program and makes it less suited to address the unique risks facing county governments.
For the very same reasons that counties have chosen to operate the Utah Association of Counties separate
from the Utah League of Cities and Towns or the Utah Mining Association, county risk management service
and insurance programs ought to be operated separately. The reason is simply that the issues facing county
government are different from those of any other type of operation.

LOSS CONTROL SERVICES Prior to forming UACIM, none of the counties we obtained loss information
from, had any comprehensive program for loss prevention or safety activities, regardless of where they
purchased insurance. To prevent major losses from occurring, counties need someone working full time for
counties, training county employees in the jails, sheriff's department, road departments, etc., concerning those
policies and procedures that can be followed to prevent losses. County risks are so different from private
businesses, cities, schools, etc., that a full time loss prevention person, working exclusively for counties, is
necessary to recommend necessary changes and assist county employees in following through to prevent
losses. This dedicated service is provided by the Utah Association of Counties Insurance Mutual.

LOSS INFORMATION Knowledge of which departments and under what circumstances their losses occur,
allows counties to work to reduce those losses. Without a full time loss control department, counties do not
receive loss information often enough or with enough detail to make decisions about how they could change
their policies and procedures to reduce loses in the future. Equally important, each UACIM member county in
the state knows what losses other counties have had which may soon impact them. The result is that each
county learns from the mistakes or successes of others. Counties are very attractive targets to be included in
litigation that spreads from county to county, this is already happening around the state. UAC Insurance
Mutual provides monthly loss information to every county of its own losses broken down by type of loss,
department where the loss occurred and the description of loss activity. The Board of Directors has that same
information for all counties in the UAC Insurance Mutual program and directs its loss prevention people to
assist counties in making changes to avoid losses similar to those observed in the loss data.







5. DEFINED EQUITY Every county that joins with UAC Insurance Mutual will accumulate an equity which is
identified on an annual basis. The equity is a saving since this is part of the premium paid each year that is
unused and becomes surplus. No county at the present time has any defined equity from any insurance
provider. The premiums they have paid, that were not used to pay losses or operating expenses, have gone
to the profits of the insurance carrier.

6. SAVINGS Since its inception, UACIM has worked to build the amount of capital surplus required by the Utah
Insurance Code. The surplus account has grown each year, and now totals more than 1.35 million dollars.
Furthermore, as loss control efforts result in reduced loss rates, the allocation to the surplus account will
increase. Once the amount in surplus reaches the statutory level, the member counties, through their elected
Board of Directors, will determine allocation of further annual surplus amounts. For example, amounts could
be refunded to the counties as has been done in other states. Pooling organizations in Colorado and New
Mexico are among those which have distributed surplus to their members. The Board of Directors may also
decide to use some portion of the excess surplus funds to provide broader coverage for the counties. The
counties that participate in the UACIM will make those decisions as voting members.

7. UNIFORM PARTICIPATION DATES One of the main reasons why counties in existing pools have no defined
equity in those programs is because the participation dates when they joined are different. Since the policy
anniversary dates are different, there is no way to account for the financial equity or deficit that one participant
may incur between premiums paid and losses and expenses allocated versus another participant. UAC
insurance Mutual participation dates are the same for all counties that participate and each year will be
financially separate. If a county chooses to leave, and properly notifies UACIM, no exit fees are assessed.

8. OCCURRENCE FORMS Insurance forms can be written either as occurrence forms, which cover a loss
regardless of when the company was notified of the claim, or claims made forms, which only cover the loss if
the company was notified of the loss while the policy was in effect. Generally occurrence forms are
considered to be superior to claims made forms because they provide greater protection against coverage
gaps. Counties purchasing insurance from commercial carriers are covered under both claims made and
occurrence depending on the type of coverage. Unfortunately, some entities do not learn which form their
carrier uses until a problem arises resulting in inadequate coverage. UACIM policies are all on the occurrence
form except public officials errors and omissions. All policies for that type of coverage have historically been
written as claims made policies. To avoid gaps in coverage for members coming into the mutual from entities
using claims made forms, UACIM provides retroactive coverage to one year before the date of inception.

According to county officials who purchased insurance from entities other than UACIM, some insurers have
changed their policy forms from occurrence forms to claims made forms without prior notification to the
counties insured. Such a change is extremely important, and counties should have evaluated the resulting
effects on coverage very carefully, but since no notification was given, no evaluation took place. UACIM policy
forms will not change without advance notice to the member counties.

9. CONCURRENCE OF POLICIES Counties purchasing insurance from commercial carriers are usually
purchasing coverage under anywhere from three to five different insurance policies, with several different
insurance companies. Even counties that purchase insurance from local pooling organizations are
sometimes covered by several different policies. Sometimes disputes arise between two carriers as to the

extent of coverage. Or, in many cases, there is only limited coverage and coverage is based on an
interpretation of the policy by the insurance companies. This is called non-concurrence of forms. At the time
the claim is filed, the county not only has to defend itself against the claimant, it is also forced to contend with
its insurance companies over whether there is coverage and which company will cover the loss. UAC
Insurance Mutual found that non-concurrence in policy coverage was a significant problem for counties.
Therefore, UACIM provides only two policies; one for liability and one for property so non-concurrence cannot
exist.

COPIES OF POLICIES Counties should receive a copy of all their insurance policies on an annual basis and
should review those policies for changes, limitations, or exclusions. During formation, UACIM requested
copies of current policies from counties, but many counties were unable to find them. . UACIM believes
member counties must have current information on the insurance program and therefore issues copies of its
two policies to every county on an annual basis.

NON-ASSESSABILITY Counties purchasing insurance from local pools or standard carriers may be
assessed additional premiums to cover losses in other cities, special districts, or counties. Obviously, the
risks of purchasing from an assessable company versus a non-assessable company are greater. Therefore,
to avoid the possibility of unexpected assessments, a county should determine whether its primary carrier
and/or any reinsurers operate as an assessable entity. UAC Insurance Mutual operates as a non-assessable
insurance company and its re-insures are all non-assessable.

LICENSED RE-INSURES All insurance companies reinsure their catastrophe loss with other, usually larger,
insurance companies. AM Best Company rates all insurance companies. The highest rated financial
companies are rated A+15 by Best. UAC Insurance Mutual will purchase excess insurance from St. Paul Fire
and Marine Insurance Company and National Union Fire insurance Company. Both are licensed in Utah and
both are rated A+15 by Best.
